Slowly the passengers crept upward, fight- 
ing the list which had grown to 30 degrees. 
‘They crawled on hands and knees, clung to 
handrails and ledges along the walls, often 
hung on each other for support. 

‘They had to get by other people trying to 
work their way down, Mr. Marion Boyer, one 
of several Standard Oil executives on board, 
rushed down to his stateroom from the lounge, 
where he had been patiently waiting for his 
wife to have a last cigaret. The corridor out- 
side his cabin was a mass of debris, but he 
worked his way to the door, threw it open, 
and saw only the open ocean. The whole out- 
side wall had caved out. Stepping over the 
splintered furniture, he tried to open his closet 
door for life belts. It was jammed, so he tore 
it off, got the belts and struggled back up to 
Mrs. Boyer on the promenade deck. 

Bernard Aidinoff, a New York attorney who 
was on his wedding trip, worried about some- 
one stealing all the things he and his bride 
had bought in Europe. He locked the door be- 
fore they left.

"We're going on a picnic,” she told him, 
She grabbed life belts, blankets and her son 
and headed back up again. When they finally 
reached the top deck, they sat down on the 
grand staircase. A red balloon was lying near- 
by. She picked it up, gave it to him and told 
him to blow it up. 

Aboard the Stockholm Captain Nordenson 
had announced over the public address s 
tem: “Attention, please. This is the captain 
speaking. We have had a collision with the 
Andrea Doria, but we are in no danger.” Most 
of the passengers sighed and relaxed. Some 
even took off the life jackets they had rushed 
to put on. Meanwhile, from the Stockholm’s 
radio shack the SOS had gone out: We have 
d with another ship. Please. Ship in 
collision. 

At the U.S. Coast Guard station at East 
Moriches, L.I., Radioman 1/C Robroy A. Todd 
was on duty. He heard the SOS, immediately 
notified the supervisor of the watch, who 
passed it on to the Coast Guard Rescue Coor- 
dination Center in New York City. There the 
officer on duty, Lieut, Harold W. Parker Jr., 
ordered 11 rescue vessels dispatched from 
various ports. 

At New York headquarters reinforcements 
were called in. One coast guardsman, Mel Ab- 
bot, was racing along the deserted Belt Park- 
way from his Brooklyn home at 70 mph when 
a traffic cop screamed up and made him pull 
over. Abbot explained the emergency, but the 
cop gave him a ticket anyway. 

Aboard the Stockholm, Captain Nordenson 
had his radiomen speak to the Andrea Doria: 
If you can lower lifeboats, we can pick you up. 

She replied: We are too bending (listing). 
Impossible to put lifeboats at sea. Please send 
immediate assistance . . . lifeboats. 

On the deck of the Andrea Doria the pas- 
sengers battled to keep their footing. The list 
had increased to 35 degrees and the people 
kept slipping and falling on decks slick with 
oil. When Mrs. Robert Holt of Oxford, Calif. 
fell, her son cried, “Mommy, please don’t die.” 
Mrs. Dilworth banged into something and got 
a black eye. Sister Callistus and Sister Marie 
Raymond crept across the Cabin Class ball- 
room, from pillar to pillar, working toward 
their boat station. Raymond Water, a young 
seminarian from Philadelphia, like scores of 
other passengers, took off his shoes to get a 
better footing. He carefully tucked the shoes 
into his pockets. (“You know,” he explained 
later, “on a seminarian’s salary, you can’t af- 
ford to lose your shoes.”) 

Answers to the distress signals of the Stock- 
holm and Andrea Doria were now crackling in 
from all points of the compass. 

The Navy transport Pot. William H. Thom- 
as: Ten miles away; have eight boats. 

The liner Me de France: We shall be in the 
area at 1:45. What can I do to help? 


The freighter Cape Ann: We have two boats 
for Andrea. 

The tanker Robert E. Hopkins: About 18 or 
19 miles east. Will arrive in about one hour. 
Have two lifeboats. 

The Danish freighter Laura Maersk: We will 
be there in two hours. 

But the Andrea Doria passengers were told 
nothing. They just waited, roosting on the 
high side of the boat deck, hanging onto the 
rail, clinging to hatches, ventilators and to 
each other, 

Some began to sing, mostly old favorites like 
Smiles, Its a Long, Long Way to Tipperary, 
There's a Long, Long Trail. The two middle- 
aged ladies from Cleveland took up The Dark- 
town Strutters’ Ball. 

The Andrea’s lights grew dim. Occasional 
red rockets sputtered off into the night and 
were quickly swallowed by the fog. Italian 
immigrants sobbed and prayed and kissed 
of saints. Sister Callistus and 
Sister Marie Raymond, clinging to their ball- 
room pillar, recited the Rosary for those near- 
by. The ship’s chaplain, the Rev. Sebastian 
Natta, went around giving out Holy Commun- 
ion. He was asked if confessions were needed, 
and answered, “No,” Then he started to 
break up the Holy Eucharist into very small 
pieces. There seemed not enough to go around. 
Father Daniel Markham of Troy, N.Y, led 

a group in prayers. A few non-Catholics said 
they were praying “if not with him, at least 
at the same time.” 

Help was nearer now, though the fog was 
still too thick for the rescue vessels to be made 
out from the sinking Andrea Doria.

The Stockholm too joined in the rescue, 
nudging back near the Andrea Doria and low- 
ering her boats. 

And then, as the dozens of lifeboats crawled 
about among the ships heading for the Andrea 
Doria, the fog suddenly lifted. The sky blazed 
with stars and a bright yellow moon. But all 
the people on the deck of the Andrea Doria 
saw only the far more welcome lights that 
shimmered across the calm, black sea—from 
the United Fruit freighter Cape Ann, the Navy 
transport Pot. William H. Thomas, the tanker 
Robert E. Hopkins, the cutter Owasco, the 
wounded Stockholm, 

Looming largest out of the night was the 
massive, majestic shape of a giant liner. Her 
two big red funnels were bathed in floodlights. 
The portholes of all the public rooms were 
alight, their reflections dancing on the water 
stirred up by her wake as she slowed from the 
22 knots at which she had come pounding onto 
the scene. And along her towering side, huge 
electrically lit letters proudly emblazoned her 
great name on the night: ILE DE FRANCE.

EDITORIALS 


President Nasser’s seizure of the Suez Canal is the brassiest 
coup since Mossadegh nationalized the Abadan refinery—and 
far more sensational in its implications. It will not help Egypt 
build the High Aswan Dam which Nasser professes to have 
at heart. The economics of his gesture are as foolish as its 
legal ethies are outrageous, But politically he has succeeded 
in nonplussing the West. As one Briton put it, “We'd like to 
be beastly to Nasser, but we haven't figured out a sensible 
way to do it.” 

Along with two thirds of western Europe’s oil, the Suez 
channels the last good memories of 19th Century interna- 
tionalism. Under the system that built it in 1869, the great 
powers honored and when necessary enforced the legal un- 
dertakings on which civilization was based. Egypt began test- 
ing that system in 1948 by blocking the free passage of Israel- 
bound ships. Nasser has now carried the challenge so much 
farther that the British call him the “Hitler of the Nile.” 

The French are half minded to retake the Canal Zone by 
for For once they have good French logic on their side. If 
force cannot be used to protect so vital an interna 
what are gunboats for? But force will probably not be used. 
French ownership of Suez shares shows through the logi 
and Nasser has so far refrained from abusing the Canal’s 
ternational function.

Eastern leader since Ataturk. [t was the protraction of the 
Israeli war that first distorted and poisoned his promise to re- 
form and modernize Egypt. Gradually he took to feeding his 
wretched people’s hopes on zenophobia and the rhetoric of 
revenge. When the U.S. refused to arm pt against Israel, 
Nasser hocked his cotton crop to get Communist arms. He 
then tried using his Communist connections to blackmail the 
U.S, into underwriting the High Aswan Dam. Last fortnight

THE BEST ANSWER TO NASSER 


Secretary Dulles withdrew an earlier U.S. offer to help build 
this dam. Sound economic reasons were given for this deci- 
sion; but its real point was a U.S. declaration of independence 
of blackmail, And that point, which had to be made, turned 
Nasser from attempted blackmail to outright piracy. 

Like Mossadegh before him, Nasser has become a symbol 
of all the bad dreams that disturb the Middle East, notably 
poverty, anti-Semitism and memories of colonial insult. None 
of these bad dreams can be exorcised in isolation; nor can 
any one of the great powers handle them by itself. The U.S. 
interest there seems more remote than Britain’s or France's, 
but it is not. For any hopes we may have for peace and prog- 
ress in the Middle East ean only be made effective through a 
general settlement of Mideastern problems, 
cretary Dulles nearly a year ago proposed a three-point 


program for the area, dealing with refugees, boundaries and 
a security pact. A general settlement would now have to in- 


clude much else, as Suez, Algeria, Aswan and oil. But 
if the ni ver to stop, a general settlement must 
not only be pr it must be reached. 

Progress toward this hard goal will start when the legiti- 
mate interests of Britain, France and the U.S, are harmonized 
common Western policy front. These interests can also 

zed with the legitimate aspirations of the Arabs, 
Egyptians and Israelis, On such a new international founda- 
tion, enforced by Western unanimity, another age of Mid- 
eastern peace and economic progress might be built, Such an 
agreement would make the reputations of its negotiators.

THE VICE PRESIDENCY HAS CHANGED 


In the 25 years since Victor Moore created Alexander Throt- 
tlebottom, the vice presidency of the U.S. has ceased to be a 
laughing matter. It is certainly not one in health-conscious 
1956, as Harold Stassen’s headlines proved last week. Even 
if Nixon weren’t the Democrats’ favorite target, and even if 
Eisenhower had two hearts and three ileums, there would 
probably be more interest in both vice-presidential candidates 
this year than ever in our history. 

Why so? The Vice President now sits in the National Se- 
curity Council as well as the Cabinet, but his other statutory 
functions—until a President dies—are still as nugatory as 
when Ben Franklin called him “His Superfluous Excellen 
‘The vice presidency has been changed, not by law or popular 
demand, but by the President. 

It started that day in April 1945 when Harry Truman, 
called to the highest office in the world, suddenly discovered 
he knew no more about it than he had when senator, maybe 
less. He had not even known about the atomic bomb. To rem- 
edy this, Truman after ’48 made Barkley a full-fledged mem- 
ber of his administrative team. Eisenhower and Nixon have 
developed this pattern much farther. Nixon is Eisenhower’s 
stand-in, alter ego and right-hand man. He not only makes 
speeches for the President, he presides at meetings in his 
absence, does major liaison work with Congress, and gen- 
erally helps shape Republican party policy the way Ike wants 
it. One observer (Sidney Hyman) thinks that Eisenhower 
and Nixon have “come very close to achieving the maxi- 
mum utility of the vice presidency as it is now constituted.” 


This achievement stems from a modern President’s ex- 
treme need of all the help he can get. The White House 
operation is so vast these days that it cannot afford an idle 
or merely decorative Vice President. Still less ean it afford 
the old-fashioned “ticket-balancing” V President who 
(like Taft's Sherman and F.D.R.’s Garner) would sabotage 
his boss on behalf of a party faction. 

This change makes it all the more important that the 
lential candidate have his pick of running mates. That 
the reason Stassen’s maneuver backfired so badly. It is one 
thing to declare for an open convention, or for Governor 
Herter, both admirable causes. But it is quite another thing 
to imply doubts of Nixon’s loyalty and usefulness, as Stas- 
sen ineptly managed to do. This was like implying either 
that the President is being fooled by Nixon, or that he is 
only pretending to like him, Neither is true, as anyone who 
knows Washington knows. 

The presidential job today demands teamwork at the top, 
and the Republicans are fortunate in already having it. As 
for the Democrats, they should also meet this new test. So 
far their vice-presidential gossip deals with calculations of 
ticket-balancing and delegate-catching, such as whether Ke- 
fauver can buy the second place with his delegates or whether 
a Catholic nominee would help or hurt. If Adlai Stevenson 
is to head the ticket, let him drop these old-fashioned calcu- 
lations and pick a colleague he knows he can work with. The 
modern Vice President is no longer just vote-bait or a memen- 
to mori in the wings. He has a full-time job.

A Lost Love 
AND NEw ADVENTURE 


by Samuel E. Chamberlain 


In the summer of 1847, shortly after I had been promoted to Cor- 
poral for my part in a little brush with some guerrillas, I went out to 
San Nicholas with several Dragoons and gave them a dinner at the 
“Salon de baile” [dance hall] of the celebrated Victorine. 

All went as merrily “‘as a marriage bell” but when matters com- 
menced to get lively I went out to get some fresh air, my head swim- 
ming from the potency of vino and aguardiente. I wandered away 
among the orange and granada trees until I was a good mile from the 
party. I came to an old jacal or hut surrounded by a picket fence of 
cactus plants, and should have passed it without a second look if a 
cracked voice, cursing in Spanish, had not attracted my attention. 
I found an opening in the fence and looked through. 

What a sight greeted me! A young and lovely female, in a nude 
state, stood in front of the ruined hut. With crimson cheeks, eyes 
flashing with scorn and indignation, and her blue black hair in dis- 
order, hanging below her waist, in grace and beauty she surpassed 
all of womankind! In front of this vision stood a Mi n whom I 
recognized as an old acquaintance, “E/ Tuerto” [the one-eyed one], 
my partner in a combat with knives at a den in San Nicholas some 
weeks before. The cutthroat was brandishing a strip of rawhide, 
with which he threatened the alabaster shoulders of this strayed Peri 
from Paradise, while he gave utterance to the vilest curses. 

I gleaned that this glorious divinity was the wife of the old mon- 
ster, and that he was about to exercise his conjugal authority on 
her for running away on the day of their marriage! I resolved that 
she should be a widow before he left the corral. Drawing my revolver 
I aimed for his cabeza [head], but a foolish dislike to shoot the cuss 
behind his back made me say “Buenos tardes, mi viejo tuerto,” 
when he turned and found the barrel of my revolver bearing direct 
for his eye. He gave a yell of fright and with a cry of “El demono 
Americano” sprang through the opening and disappeared. I let him 
go, chicken-hearted fool as I was, I could not kill the old fellow in 
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cold blood. I now turned to the strange beauty, the forlorn damsel 
in distress, who had sunk to the ground with face hid-in her hands. 

I gently raised her and carried her into the hut telling her as 
well as I could not to fear, that I would be her friend and protect 
her from harm, She put back her hair from her face and gave me a 
look full of wonder, interest and confidence, and then as if satisfied 
she said in the sweetest voice in the world: “Jfi amigo lo envio el 
Bueno Dios para ayudar pobro de mio?” (“My friend, did the good 
God send you to save poor little me?”) 

She retired behind a screen formed by a blanket and soon appeared 
in a less Edenlike costume, and seated herself beside me. My mind 
was busy thinking what I should do with this charming little waif. 
I asked her if she had a home—‘‘dy de mi,” she said. “No tengo 
padre, no tengo madre, no tengo amigo ninguno!” (“No father, no 
mother, no friend, not one.”) I was already far gone in love; wild 
schemes flitted through my brain of adopting her as a sister, but 
alas!—man proposes and God disposes—a platonic attachment be- 
tween a wild Dragoon, not yet out of his teens, and a young, pas- 
sionate daughter of Mexico was an impossibility. 

I told her I loved her, that she was as dear to me as my own 
soul, that nothing should part us, and I would take her to camp. 
With a wild cry of joy she threw her arms around my neck and 
sobbed like a child. We bundled up her little clothing and started 
for camp hand in hand, she with perfect confidence trusting her fate 
to a half drunken stranger, and that stranger a soldier, an enemy 
to her country. 

As we walked along she told me her little history.. She was the 
daughter of an Irishman and a full-blooded Spanish woman, her 
real name was Carmeleita Moro, or Moore, but her father died in 
debt, and she and her mother were sold as peons to an old Mestizo 
named Veigho, the one-eyed gentleman of the hovel. By threats and 
cruel treatment her mother had compelled her to marry the wretch,

and the marriage took place the day before. She ran away and hid in 
the little hut, but #/ Tuerto followed her and, finding her resolute 
in her determination never to live with him, he was about to chastise 
her into compliance at the very moment I made my appearance. 

And she not yet 14! But this was in Mexico, where mothers at 12 
are not uncommon. This child-woman, as voluptuous and graceful 
in shape as the Venus de Medici, full of rich blood and with a pure 
heart, had never yet throbbed with the ecstatic bliss of love! I led 
her to the Lower Springs near our camp, hid her in a dense grove, 
and quieting her fears with a promise to hasten back, I tore myself 
from her embrace and went into camp. 

I confided in Orderly Sergeant Charles Hardy, who was pleased 
to assist me, having just received an order to detail “an intelligent 
Corporal” to headquarters in Monterey, for permanent duty. Right 
soon I had all my worldly possessions strapped on the back of Luci- 
fer, and was on my way back to the springs. I found my birdie safe 
and taking her on the saddle in front of me I rode to Monterey. As 
1 was not to report until 10 a.m. the next day I went to the casa of 
a friend of mine, a Forage Master, who like a// the Americans quar- 
tered in town, kept house with a good-looking Seforita. He gladly 
accommodated me with a room. 

In the morning, without being weighed down with that terrible 
sense of guilt which I suppose would be the correct thing for making 
two souls perfectly happy, I went on duty as orderly to Colonel Syl- 
vester Churchill, Inspector-General, U.S. Army, a benevolent old 
gentleman who reminded me very much of a statue of George Wash- 
ington. To my request to be absent from quarters he replied with a 
smile, “What, a Sefiorifa already? What a sad rogue, well! well!” 

T found a room with a widow and “no questions asked,” and 
settled down to all the joys of double blessedness. Fortune smiled 
on me on all sides, one night at a Fandango where we went together 
T won 110 gold onzas ($1,760). [A Spanish onza de oro, or doubloon, 
was literally an bunce of gold.] We lived on the best Monterey could 
afford, my darling dressed in the richest silks, her reboro was re- 
placed by a mantilla, and she wore stockings for the first time. One 
day in a poker game with a Dragoon “sport” I won a handsome 
black pony which I presented to my expora—for I really considered 
Carmeleita my wife. The other soldiers’ wives made her a riding 
costume, ‘the jacket of red velvet trimmed Dragoon style with gold 
lace, and a saucy little jockey cap with white plumes. 

Six weeks passed, six sweet loving weeks, when Colonel Churchill 
was relieved and I was ordered back to my company. I saw Major 
Rucker and asked him to have my “wife” mustered in as a laundress.

He informed me old Veigho had been in camp with a written order 
from General Wool for all officers to give her up, if she was found 
inside our lines! 

I told him what I knew about El Tuerto being a guerrilla and 
finally he gave me permission to bring her to camp. That night he 
came to our tent and to my delight he took off his hat and treated 
her with as much courtesy as if she was a General’s wife. In fact, 
Carmeleita possessed so much innate dignity of character, combined 
ith her extreme beauty, that no one could stand in her presence 
without paying the respect a true woman should always command. 
Major Rucker was obliged to yield, a wall tent was issued to me, and 
he later told me, “Sam, you have got the handsomest woman I ever 
saw, and if you don’t {reat her well you deserve to be shot! I hope 
now you rascal you will stay in your quarters nights.” 

All was joy once more. I was really a reformed man and drank 
nothing stronger than native wine. My duty was light, a soldier's 
wife was found to do our cooking and washing. I had more money 
than any man in camp. At this time I had over $2,000, deposited 
in the hands of Major David Hunter, Paymaster, quite a sum to 
save from my $7-a-month pay! Viva el monlel

the Provost Marshal appeared in camp with /'/ Tuerto and an order 
to take my fe’! I was on duty and knew nothing of it until T 
saw her come running toward the Guard House with two of the 
Provost Guard in pursuit. I caught her in my arms and learned the 
horrid truth. My assurance that I would protect her calmed her at 
once, for she believed in me as she did in her God. Seeing Lieutenants 
Sturgis and Wilson I called on them for assistance. But they advised 
me to give her up quietly, and said the Alcalde [mayor] of San 
Nicholas had youched for the character of old Veigho, who had 
promised to treat her kindly and forgive the past! 

It was no use—seeing Veigho standing in the crowd with a satanic 
grin on his vulturelike features, I cocked my revolver and sprang 
for him, but was secured and disarmed by the guard. Carmeleita 
cried out “Adios mi morida! Adios el Rey mi alma! Vamos! Vamos! 
Pronto de mi el cielo!” (Farewell my husband, farewell king of my 
soul! Come quickly, my darling!) and then, happily, swooned. I was 
taken to my tent under guard and confined there one hour, after 
which I applied for a 12-hour pass, which was refused. But Sergeant 
Hardy said he would excuse me from roll call until reveille. My 
comrades slipped out my horse, and I was soon tearing over the 
road to San Nicholas in search of my lost love. I searched the country 
for miles, questioned all, but not the least trace could I find. A 
friendly priest informed me that El Tuerté had left town and 
joined a band of guerrillas led by one Canales, known as “FI Zorro” 
[The Fox]. For days and nights I continued my search, when the 
priest met me one night at Victorine’s, and related a tale of horror.

El Tuerto had carried Carmeleita to a lone ranch where she was 
outraged by Canales’ whole gang of demons and then cut to pieces! 

I was again reduced to the rank of private for being absent with- 
out leave, and found on my return to camp I had been reported as 
a deserter, for I had been absent five days—five days of desperate 
riding and hunting, with despair driving me almost tg madness. My 
distress of mind was so great that the officers neither sent me to the 
guard house nor put me on duty. I tried to drown my agony by 
drinking deeply, but I could not drive the dear image from my mind. 
Bitterly I cursed myself for not shoot 
But regrets were useless—and F. 

‘A chance came at last for‘revenge—Canales’ guerrillas became 
too troublesome to our line of communication, his depredations 
must be stopped. Hordes of Texas Rangers were let loose on the 
country and though hundreds were slain, E/ Zorro and his band 
succeeded in getting clear. This man-hunting though exciting was 
very disagreeable duty, and gained no honor. No quarter was given 
by either side, and in many a fierce conflict with the Saltidores [out 
laws] the total casualties were greater than in many “battles” of the 
war—yet no report of them was ever printed. 


FA. DETACHMENT of fifty Dragoons under Lieutenant Abe 
Buford was ordered to join this grand hunting expedition, and I 
was among the first to volunteer. With four days’ rations and 100 
rounds for our carbines we left our camp at Walnut Springs before 
daylight one morning in October 1847. 

The next morning found us at a ruined rancho where we encount- 
ered the Alcalde of San Nicholas, completely disguised in a serape. 
I had not seen this Alcalde since he vouched for the respectability 
of Fl Tuerto, and the sight of him roused all my bad pa 
T knew he was leagued with the guerrillas and wishing to have a 
few words with him privately, I remained behind while the rest of 
the column rode on. I made a few inquiries regarding the health 
of his friends and then I rejoineé the column, while carrion birds 
circled over the spot where we parted, and the cries of a coyote 
came clear as they drew together to breakfast on the remains of a 
miserable, treacherous Alcalde! 

On this expedition I was much in hopes of catching up with E/ 
Tuerto and repaying him in kind for his treatment of my beloved. 
On the fourth day we came to a mesa from the top of which a ranch 
could be seen, with horserhen around it, not three miles off. Guer- 
rillas at last! We charged on the place. As we came close glazed hats 
appeared on the azofea [roof] and we were fired on with muskets. 
The ranch was in the usual Mexican style, a square of buildings 

_around an inner courtyard, only in front the building sat back so 
the corners projected like the bastions of a fort. Built of stone and 
cemented outside, it was a hard nut to crack without artillery. 

I noticed that the large doors of the front gate opened inward and 
spoke of this to Lieutenant Buford, who caught at the idea. Our men 
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were dismounted, horses sent to the rear under guard, and a skirmish 
line was thrown around the place to fire at the guerrillas on the roof, 
while four men picked up a heavy plough that lay on the ground and 
dashed at the gate with it, using this novel projectile as a battering 
ram. In spite of our covering fire the Saltidores shot down two of 
the four, while the others dropped the ram to seek shelter close 
under the walls. 

The Mexicans shouted in their shrill treble voices and kept up a 
fire on our two wounded who were trying to crawl out of danger. 
On seeing this cruel action we all made a rush for the stronghold, 
picking up the plough and driving it with such force against the 
gate that it soon gave way. As it flew open a carbine fire was poured 
in, and then a rush, shouts, cries of anguish, a fierce conflict for five 
minutes, and the place was won. 

T had a narrow escape. I was looking for Z/ Tuerto, I had no in- 
terest in any other, I wanted him all to myself. I passed a party of 
Mexicans defending themselves against our men in the patio, and 
seeing that Veigho was not one of them I dashed up the escalera 
[stairs] to the roof, where I was attacked by a crowd of bravos. I 
was glancing over their faces for “One-eye,” quite careless; I held 
my revolver in my left hand and my saber in my right, and not find- 
ing my"man, I tried to pass when one brutal looking Zambo (bow- 
legged man] cried out “Americano soney-bitchey’’ and fired on me 
point-blank with a huge flintlock pistol. Fortunately he missed but 
then lunged out with his machete. I thought his face was familiar, 
and I soon knew that this was not the first time we had crossed 
steel. It was Antonio, the Guide to General Wool, and the hero of 
our bedroom duel at Parras! 

I was going to shoot, but the fool seemed to think he could pink 
me with his sword. So after a little play I parried a thrust and gave 
a clean stroke to his bare neck; the steel cut through bone and gris- 
tle to the center, and the renegade guide fell with a curse on his 
s, dead. 

The place was ours with a loss of two killed and five wounded; of 
the robbers nine were dead and the rest, seventeen prisoners, many 
of them wounded. 

Tt was now sundown, our horses were brought in, the gates closed 
and strongly fastened, and we went to work to make ourselves com- 
fortable for the night. After supper the prisoners were brought out 
and questioned by Buford as to the whereabouts of Canales, and 
myself as to E Tuerto. But to all inquiries the sullen rascals only 
replied “Quien sabe?” Manuel, a guide who had deserted our col- 
umn just before the fight, was with them, and while Buford was 
cursing him, an accommodating Ranger offered his services to as- 
sist the rascal in “shuflling off this mortal coil.” So much kindness 
touched the Lieutenant's heart and he gently replied, “Yes, take the 
d----d s-n of a b---h and hang him!” 

When the Ranger in the most delicate manner possible went to 
place the noose around Manuel’s neck, that ungrateful renegade 
made a snap and caught the left hand of the friendly Texan in his

in Mexico, received this last sentence. He served it out, married a 
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wealthy Mexican lady, and lived on respected—by the Mexicans. 
Of those doomed to the halter «ixfeen were hanged on the 9th of 
September at the village of San Angel, on the next day four were 
hanged at Mixcoac, and on the 13th ¢hérly more were strung up 
at the same place, fifty in all! 

The execution of the last number was attended with unusual 
and unwarranted acts of cruelty. The day selected was the one 
on which the Fortress of Chapultepec was to be stormed, and the 
gallows was erected on a rising piece of ground in full view of the 
attack. Col. William S. Harney was selected to carry out the bar- 
barous sentence which was as follows: “To have the men placed 
on the gallows with ropes around their necks, to remain until the 
American flag was displayed from the walls of Chapultepec, and 
then swing them off!” 

A long beam supported by four uprights formed the gallows, 
from which dangled thirty lariats. The Patricios were brought out 
with their arms and legs tied, seated on boards laid across wag- 
ons and faced to the rear. The Surgeon informed Harney that one 
of the thirty men was dying, having lost both legs at Contre- 
ras, to which this commissioned Jack Ketch replied: “Bring the 
d----d s-n of a b---h out! My order is to hang thirty and by G-d 
T'll do it!”, so the dying man was laid on a wagon with the rest. 

When the order of execution was read to them these reckless 
and desperate men, many of them wounded, and covered with 
dirt and blood—for little care they received—made it the subject 
of their horrid mirth. One of them said, “If we won't be hung 
until yer dirty ould rag flies from the Castle, we will live to eat 
the goose that will fatten on the grass that grows on yer own 
grave, Colonel.” Another exclaimed, “Colonel! Oh Colonel, dear! 
Will ye grant a favor to a dying man, one of the old Second, a 
Florida man, Colonel?” 

Harney with an oath asked what he wanted when the Irishman 
replied, ‘Thanks, thanks Colonel, I knew ye had a kind heart. 
Please take my dudeen [pipe] out of me pocket, and light it by 
yer elegant hair, that's all Colonel!” The red-headed Colonel 
struck the jester a dastard blow on the mouth with his saber hilt, 
knocking some of his teeth out. As the poor wretch spit out blood 
he cried out, “Bad luck to ye! Ye have spoilt my smoking entire- 


ly, I shan’t be able to hold a pipe in my mouth as long as I live!” * 


The battle with varying fortune raged for hours; at length the 
walls were gained, and our flag was flung to the breeze from the 
highest tower of Chapultepec Castle. Col. Harney gave the order 
for the wagons to start up and thirty bodies hung whirling, kick- 
ing and rubbing against each other, in a fearful Dance of Death. 
Such was the miserable end of the Legion of San Patricio. 


FER uMORS of peace continued to reach us, all through Mexican 
sources, but it was not until June that we received official notice 
that a treaty of peace between the United States and Mexico had 
been signed at Guadalupe [Hidalgo], May 30th, 1848. Cheer 
after cheer went up from our volunteer camps; hurrah for New 
Orleans! Hurrah for the United States, and home! All of them 
were in high glee. 

But with the Regulars, the real Uncle Sam’s Boys, peace made 
little difference—we had to serve our time out, peace or war. I 
myself was enlisted for the duration of the war and was entitled 
to my discharge. But I concluded to remain with my Squadron. 
Every effort was made to get the enormous quantities of Ord- 
nance and Quartermasters’ Stores out of the country, and the 
Dragoons were to remain to the last, to see everything off. 

T liked Mexico, and had a serious notion to remain in the coun- 
try, turn Salitidore, hunt down El Tuerto and avenge Carmeleita, 
and then marry some Sefiorita rica {rich lady] and return to Bos- 
ton as Don Samuel Chamberlain, and rejoin the church! 

But fate, fortune or Providence ordained that my fate should 
be otherwise. As the last wagon started from our camp at Walnut 
Springs, we bid adior to the weeping seforitar of San Nicholas, 
and started down the Camargo road accompanied by hundreds 
of our fair friends. The next morning we had just reached the 
Grand Plaza of Marin when a courier came up at a jump and 
handed Major Rucker a letter. It was an order for the Dragoons 
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to report back to Monterey and refit for a journey to California!

W. W. Chapman, whose husband was going along as Quarter- 
master. Through her influence I obtained the position of Wagon 
Master, at $65 per month and two rations—a much better ar- 
rangement than the $7 a month J had been receiving as a Dragoon! 

On the 18th of July, 1848, we bid farewell to Walnut Springs for 
the last time. The morning was delightful—birds of gayest plum- 
age filled the grove, the air was redolent with fragrance from the 
orange and pomegranate trees, all nature wore a holiday look, as 
if rejoicing at the departure of the last invaders from Mexico. 

The bugles sounded loud and clear “To Horse!’’, and the finest 
appearing column of U.S. troops that was ever seen debouched 
from the woods and wound its way toward Monterey. The entire 
command was dressed in bright red flannel shirts and black broad- 
brim felt hats; this with their white belts, burnished arms, gay 
banners, and dashing horsewomen galloping up and down our 
flanks, made an effect seldom witnessed in Uncle Sam's service. 

That evening I got my charge of 50 wagons parked, my tent 
pitched, and was about to dine, when a woman rode up with one 
of the Quartermaster clerks, who pointing at me said, ‘This is the 
man you wish to find,” and rode off. I asked the lady’s pleasure 
and she handed me a note bearing my name and the cryptic initials 
“B.M.D.”—(Boss Mule Driver). The note read as follows: “Dear 
Sam: The bearer of this, Miss Ellen Ramsey, is desirous of going 
to California, and I have recommended you to her as a suitable 
party for her to contract a ‘Scotch marriage’ with, to enable her to 
do so. She will explain all. Yours, etc.—.” This epistle was writ- 
ten by a friend of mine, a clerk in the Commissary department. 

I gave a look at the “bearer,” and certainly my eyes never 
rested on a finer specimen of physical womanhood than this same 
llen Ramsey. She was full ix /eef in height, splendidly propor- 
tioned, complexion clear pink and white, eyes deep blue, with 
bright golden hair that fell down her back in ringlets, dressed in a 
riding habit of blue velveteen with a cavalier’s black hat from 
which floated a white plume. And this apparition wanted to go 
to California with me—whew! 

She told me her story—she had landed in Texas in 1847, with 
her emigrant family from Scotland; the smallpox and measles car- 
ried off her parents; reaching San Antonio, she obtained a situation 
with a lady whose husband was a commissary in the Volunteers. 
With them she came to Monterey and now they were returning to 
Texas. She was very desirous of going to California, but an order 
prohibited all except married females from going with our troops. 

With blushes I tried to decline her offer, but she laughed at my 
bashfulness and said: “After we have lived together for a year 
we will know one another better, and then if we wish we can 
marry. If we don’t agree we'll separate in peace!” What could 
I do? There sat this six feet of female perfection, with a winsome 
smile on her lips, and the innocent look of a child shining from her 
blue eyes. I did as any sinner would have done, threw up the 
sponge, surrendered at discretion, and consented, saying, “There 
is my tent and kit, make yourself at home.” 


SSE did so. A burro came up with her baggage and in fifteen 
minutes I scarce knew my own tent. There was a rug on the floor, 
a looking glass fixed to the pole, a comfortable bed with snow- 
white sheets and pillow cases! Miss Ramsey, with her riding habit 
changed to a short dress, sleeves rolled up showing a plump white 
muscular arm, was hard at work setting the dinner in better 
shape. “Scotch Ellen,” as she was called, made herself mistress 
in more senses than one. As she was an excellent cook, owned her 
own horse, and had a good supply of clothing, the arrangement 
was not so bad after all. I reported my new partnership to Captain 
Chapman, and he kindly approved of it. 

This example seemed contagious for just as we were ready to 
start our march the next day, three large Chihuahua wagons came 
in sight around the bend of the road, preceded by a horsewoman 
who was recognized by all as Sarah Borginnis, the celebrated 
.”” She rode up to Major Rucker and asked per- 
mission to go with us; he informed her that if she would marry one 
of the Dragoons, and be mustered in as laundress, she could go. 
Her ladyship gave the military salute and then, riding along the 
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front of the line, she cried out: “Who wants a wife with fifteen 
thousand dollars and the biggest leg in Mexico? Come my beau- 
ties, don’t all speak at once—who is the lucky man?” 

Whether the thought that she had one husband in the Seventh 
Infantry and another in Harney’s Dragoons made the men hesi- 
tate, I know not, but at first no one seemed disposed to accept 
the offer. Finally one Davis of Company E ‘T have no objec- 
tion to making you my wife, if there is a clergyman here to tie the 
knot.” With a laugh the heroine replied, “Bring your blankets to 
my, tent tonight and I will learn you to tie a knot that will 
satisfy you, I reckon!” 

Such were the morals of the Army in Mexico. Mrs. Davis née 
Borginnis went down on E Company books as “Laundress” and 
drew rations as such.* 


[ep. nore: From Monterey the expedition marched west to Chi- 
huahua where Chamberlain lost his “Scotch Ellen” to another 
wagon master who made her a legitimate offer of marriage. Swallow- 
ing his injured pride, Sam gave the bride away and drew a picture 
of the wedding. The expedition now moved north through Sonora 
19 grounds of the formidable Apaches. 

Al Tucson, where Chamberlain made several sketches, an offi- 
cer temporarily confiscated his sketchbook and ordered him hand- 
cuffed to a tree. So Sam—according to his narrative—deserted 
Jrom the Army al this point and joined a band of mountain men 
‘and former Texar Rangers who were being paid $50 by the Mexi- 
can authorities for every Apache scalp they brought in. The rec 
ords of the War Department still list Chamberlain as a “deserter” 
under date of March 22, 1849, by which time the Graham expedi- 
tion had reached California. The discrepancies between Sam's 
narrative and the official records remain to be explained. 

The gang of outlaws he now joined was led by John Glanton, 
the hero of a barroom killing in San Antonio which Chamberlain 
enced and described in Part I of these memoirs (Lire, July 
Hearing about the discovery of gold in California, Glanton's 
band headed in that direction and were lost for some lime in un- 
explored country where Sam made more skelches of scenery and 
dead emigrants. Tater, according to Chamberlain, they seized a 
Jerry which the Yuma Indians had installed at the junction of the 
Gila and Colorado rivers, on the border of present-day Arizona 
and California. Here they buill a walled stronghold called “Fort 
Defiance” and continued to murder each other freely until Sam 
and three others, becoming disgusted, deserted and started Jor 
California by themselves. Chamberlain's story concludes below.)

OXZE day by arrangement four members of Glanton’s band— 
Ben Tobin, “Crying Tom” Hitchcock, “Long” Webster and my- 
self—volunteered to go down to the river bottom and cut fire- 
wood. Hitchcock had secured thirteen gold onzar, or doubloons, 
and we had also secreted in the timber some jerked mule meat, 
and two gourds of whiskey. I was mounted on “Soldan” and the 
others had the best mules available. About 10 a.m. we met behind 
a huge sand drift, a mile from Glanton’s “Fort Defiance” and 
prepared to take the plain trail of the emigrants through the 
sandy plain toward California. We were just riding off when yells 
and shots reached our ears from the direction of the camp. 

We rode down to the river again and Fort Defiance was in plain 
sight; the bluff on which it was built was covered with héwling In- 
dians! “Glanton rubbed out, by G-d!” was the eulogy delivered on

Spreading over him my blanket I loaded 
myself down with my arms and went on my solitary way. My 
tongue was dry, my mouth felt as if full of ashes. Finally I fell 
downsin.the darkness and lay like a corpse until morning. 

¥ the suitsvas high overhead. when I was saluted with 
a coyote’s‘and two Indian’ came in sight from behind a 
sand drift. Weak and raving as I was, I managed to draw my 
revolver. But they cried “Amigo! Amigo!” and held up a double- 
headed gourd from which they gave me a long drink of water 
that seemed full of sulphur. Then they gave me some stinking 
mule meat and acorns, but I could eat very little. 

Using signs I made them understand that Soldan might be 
saved, and finally one of them went back to look. The other 
guided me on for several hours until we came to their village. 
To my great delight I found my three comrades sitting in front of 
a campfire and getting me up a supper; broiled mule meat, acorn 
bread and real pure coffee! They told me the place was called 
Vallecita (Little Valley) and had the first water after leaving Rio 
Colorado, 125 miles away. They had arrived some twelve hours 
ahead of me and sent the “Diggers” back to my rescue. 

Next day, to my great joy, the Indian came in leading Soldan 
whom he found following up the trail. Hitchcock, our interpreter, 
engaged two more of the bucks to go back for my saddle, promising 
them and the man who saved my horse my old ragged red shirt! 
and this without consulting me. It was my only shirt too! 

We concluded to remain here several days to recruit our ani- 
mals. Two of the Indians agreed to go ahead to the Spanish set- 
tlements to purchase a beef for us with a doubloon we gave them 
for the purpose. They were Christianos and appeared trusty as 
Indians go. Our animals seemed to relish the coarse wiry grass, 
and we turned them out to graze without a guard. 

On the third day, there being no sign of the Indians we sent 
for beef, we decided to start for the settlements. After a tedious 
march of six hours over barren rocky country, we reached the 
Indian rancheria of San Phillippe, where we found grass and 
water. Here our Indians met us with two beeves instead of one 
and we found they had paid only four dollars for both. We killed 
one, made a good meal of its lean stringy meat, cut off some of 
the best pieces to pack along, gave the rest to the Indians and 
the live one to the driver for his trouble.

4, 1855 he married Mary Keefe, a native of Canada with whom he 
lived happily for 53 years. He worked as a teamster in Boston and 
then as a policeman in Cambridge. When the Civil War began, he 
volunteered at once and served through most of the war as a ca 
alry o At Kelly's Ford, Va., on March 17, 1863, a Confede 
ate bullet smashed his left cheek bone and lodged between his 
shoulder blades. This put him out of action for a while and left a 
which he wore proudly the rest of his life. Through his 
friendship with important po jans Chamberlain got s 
motions, winding up, shortly after the w: 
sion as brevet (honorary) brigadier general of yoluntee: 

After the war Chamberlain took a leading part in vete: 

i and parlayed his genuine military glamor into a substantial 
public career. He served several years as depu' master- 
general of Massachusetts. Later, for almost ) » he was 
warden of state prisons in Massachusetts and Connecticut. By all 
accounts he was a good, humane warden who did a great deal to 
improve the health and welfare of the convicts in his charge. 

In 1893 Chamberlain went into comfortable retirement in a 
big, rambling white frame house called Maple Hill at Barre Plains 
near Worcester. Here his whole family—three married daughters 
with their husbands and children—gathered every year for their 
traditional New England Thanksgiving dinners of roast beef, 
turkey, ham, chicken and five kinds of pie. 

After dinner General Chamberlain would take the children into 
his booklined den with its wide stone fireplace and mounted buf- 
falo heads around the walls and tell them exciting stories of the 
old wild West. Often he showed them his handwritten book about 
the Mexican War, with its many colored pictures. Apparently he 
never made any other use of his talents as artist and author. 

Sam Chamberlain died on Nov. 10, 1908, at the age of 78. Later 
Maple Hill burned to the ground with most of his military souve- 
nirs.
